Rejection of Claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-19, and 21 under 35 U.S.C. §102 (e) as bein2 anticipated 
by Mizui, et al (US Publication No. 2004/0198254): 

In response to the Office Action dated February 23, 2006, applicant hereby submits a 
Declaration of prior invention in the United States under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 to overcome the cited 
United States Patent Publication (US Publication No. 2004/0198254 to Mizui). Applicant 
respectfully submits that the rejection of claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-19, and 21 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated by the Mizui publication is moot in view of the submitted 
Declaration. 

Rejection of Claims 6, 13, and 20 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mizui, et al (US Publication No. 2004/0198254): 

In response to the office action dated February 23, 2006, applicant hereby submits a 
declaration of prior invention in the United States under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 to overcome the cited 
United States Patent Publication (US Publication No. 2004/0198254 to Mizui).
